Then the federal au- 
thorities^- broke in on the scheme and 
1 the concern hastily vacated their office 
i quarters. The Minneapolis poatmuster 
I reports that he has 25,000 letters ad- 
dressed to the firm, each containing a 
(dime, a total of $2,600. How many the 
i firm received is not known. Some An- 
i tioch residents helped to swell the fund, 
but a dime isn't much to loose and you 
know the old saying is "live and learn"

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Geo. H. Kennedy of Hickory 

for Waukegan Sunday after-* 

noon little did. he or anyone else, think 

that it was the last pleasure trip for 

\ him, but such it proved to be. 

After havingeaten dinner at thehome 
of his daughter Mrs. Ed Martin of Mill*' 
burn, Mr. Kennedy expressed his inten- 
tion" of driving to Waukegan to see a 
couple of his tenants, one of whom was 
talking of purchasing one of Mr. Ken- 
nedy's houses. 

He arrived at the home of his tenant 
in the early part of the afternoon and 
" invited a couple of gentlemen to take a 
ride with him in his Ford car, which 
they did. As they were nearing the 
Milwaukee electric tracks, on Grand 
avenue, Mr. Kennedy turned out to let 
another machine pass and according to 
his "two friends he partially lost control 
of the car and just as he was about to" 
awing it once more into the road onn'of 
the hind wheels collapsed, this threw 
the car over on its side and the oc- 
cupants were pinned jyi thin. 

The accident occurred at about three 
o'clock in the afternoon unci very close 
to the Persall grocery store, and it was 
the matter of only a moment before 
many wer«» on the scene of the accident. 

* MrrKenriedy was the first one extricat- 

- ed and be was at once recognized by Ed 
Wells and also by Henry Wedge, both 
of whom had been his neighbors and 

- associates. Although still breathing 
. and apparently conaeious he was unable 

to'speak and it was very plain that he 
*was in a serious condition. An ambul- 
ance'was summoned and he was taken 
to the McAlister hospital and placed 
upon the operating table but even be- 
fore an examination' could' be completed 
he passed away. 

• •-? There were no marks of any conse- 

quence found -upon his body, no 
bones were broken and there was no 
indication- of a fatal blow and it has 
been decided that his death wn» due to 
the shock. 

The other occupants of the car were 
slightly bruised and scratched but were 
able to walk to their homes. 

The accident robbed Lake county of 

"one of its most prominent citizens. He 

has resided on the same farm at Hickory 

his entire life, being born on the farm 

i_ in 1843 and for seventy-three years that 

place has been. home to him. 

For 50 years or more he was prom- 
v inently identified with the politics of the 
county. He' served several terms aa 
supervisor from his district and held a 
number of township offices. He was a 
consistent Republican and believed im- 
plicity in the party doctrines. 

His wife preceeded him in dearth a

SENDS IN FRENCH INSTEAD 

Incident Makes Deep, Impression on 

American .Industrial Commissioners 
—Prisoners Well Fed and 
, Courteously Treated. 

Paris.— Four. German prisoners of 
war were digging clay from a pit 
about eight feet deep Just outside Bor- 
deaux as the American industrial com- 
mission of the American Manufactur- 
ers' Export association rode by In au- 
tomobiles as guests of tlie chamber of 
commerce of Bordeaux. Lieut. Col. 
Georges Clavel of the French army, 
who was leading the long line of auto- 
mobiles, ordered his chauffeur to stop, 
and leaped -from the limousine. 

"Call the oillcer In charge of this 
work," Lieutenant Colonel Clavel or-' 
dercd of Mie guard. 
. In a moment tho French officer stood 
at attention and saluted. 

"Take those Bodies out of that pit I 
It's dangerous, the sides might cave 
In and those prisoners might be* hurt 
or killed," Colonel Clavel peremptorily 
ordered. 

The French oillcer again suluted and 
sent his orderly to call the German 
oillcer In charge of the prisoners. 
The Prussian, -mi over-llcutenant In 
gray-green aud stiff leather puttees, ap- 
peared smoking a cigarette. 

"Kindly call your men out of that 
pit." the French oillcer said In 
French. 

The German oillcer went to the edge 
of the clay pit, Issued a curt command 
lu German, and the four prisoners 
threw down their spades and climbed 
out of the hole. The German oillcer 
walked away, followed. by his' men. 

"But, my colonel," said the French 
oillcer to Colonel Clavel, "we need that 
clay In a hurry for work we are do- 
ing down the road a piece." 

"You •cun put French workmen or 
French soldiers in the pit to dig the 
clay, but don't put any prlsouers there ; 
It's too dangerous," said the Colonel, 
us he re-entered his machine. 

Although ' the Amerlcnn commis- 
sioners were motored through the 
country round about Bordeaux for 
three days, were shown munitions fac- 
tories, the great imtmnnti^jM^o^MM" 
chargers along the Bordeaux quays, 
where munitions for the French aro 
received In huge quantities, and viewed 
everything else of Interest In that sec- 
tion, the notion of the French colonel 
lu showing more solicitude for the saf- 
ety of his prisoners than for his 
own men produced tho greatest Impres- 
sion on them. The Incident wus re--* 
called over and over again. 

"Of course, we haven't seen the way 
Germany treats. French prisoners, but 
we do know they can't treat their pris- 
oners any better than the French treat 
tho Germans," said J. G. Butler, ,lr., 
of Youngstown, O., whose ambition It 
Is to see some of the barbed wire his 
ilrm ships to France actuaHy emplaced 
before the allies' trench Hues. 

"Yes," responded J. E. Sague, for- 
merly a public service commissioner 
In. New York, "those Germans look fat 
and well taken care of and contented. 
They even, seem to have plenty of to- 
bacco too." 

•These, prisoners get practically no 
parcels from their homes lu Germany, 
you must remember," said Daniel 
Guestler, president of the Bordeaux 
chamber of commerce, "and yet Jrbu ' 
see Ifow well they look aud thrive on 
what the French military authorities . 
feed them. Nearly all English aud 
French prisoners In Germany nre prac- 
tically fed entirely by packages sent 
through Switzerland from Euglund 
and France." 

The sight of the Germans, their gar- 
ments stamped "PG" In great whlto 
und black letters (prlsonnler' du 
guerre), Impressed the American 
commission chleilyj next to that, tho 
greut wlae cellars of Bordeaux prob- 
ably occupied their chief attention. 
• Tour of Wipe Cellars. 
Tho commission was taken to tho 
cellars of tho ilrm of J. Calvet, which 
exports much wjne to the United 
States, and there the members 
tramped through the damp, chill cel- 
lars Jor miles, past seas ."of wines 
racked" In bottles and piled In casks. 
"I should like to see them* make 
champagne," said A. B. Farquhnr, tho 
American architect, who came as a 
member of the commission to plan 
types of houses or bungalows that may 
be built In the war zone to replace 
the ruined houses In cities bombarded.

WASHINGTON.— Schoolchildren of the District of Columbia are carrying 
on- what promises to be a most successful campaign for the conservation 
of print paper to swell the playground nmV public park maintenance fund. 

Teachers In tho-elementary schools 
Impressed upon the pupils the ad- 
vantage of .saving newspapers, which 
would • otherwise be thrown away, 
with the result that such quantities 
were gathered up that the board of 
education advertised for competitive 
bids for the old papers. At first 40 
cents a hundred pounds wus offered, 
and this -was soon advanced to fiO 
cents. 

The Increased cost of print. paper 
hns served to bring about a realiza- 
tion of Its value. For a number of years charitable and missionary socletiea 
have earned substantial Income from the sale of old newspapers and maga- 
zines. These .societies have been given much of the surplus supply of gov- 
ernment documents. In some cases the revenue from tills source has been 
Hufllclent to- maintain these Institutions. 

Paper lias advanced ton price where second-hand stock brings a consid- 
erable Income. • The movement to have the' schoolchildren save old news- 
papers will result In a return to the District of approximately $25,000 1f the 
Interest Is maintained. 

One of the interesting things developed by the campaign Is the informa- 
tion that the parents of more than 05 per cent of the schoolchildren buy the 
difily newspnper. 

* N If "un average of one pound of pnper Is brought In each week by each 
boy and girl In the public schools It means tbnt about 23 long tons of paper 
will be collected .weekly, or several hundred tons during the course of the 
yen~r. :'% 

With the money tlfus raised mnny desired articles may be purchased for 
the school playgrounds and other social activities. This, of course, Is one of 
the reasons why the children arc working hnrd in making the collections.

-ONSIDER THE LILIES

The time has come for the annual 
shipments of Japanese and. European 
lilies to "reach America, and some 1 
thought must be given by prospective 
producers to the things that must be 
done In order to get results from these 
pretty and valuable plants. 

In the first place, the amateur should 
be reminded— It Is not necessary to 
tell the trained professional — thnt this 
big country hns many- degrees of cll- 
mnte. In mnny. sections of the land 
tlie ground will bo frozen before the 
bulbs can bo received, much less 
planted; 

A Httlo forehanded precaution will 
serve to avoid the trouble that the cold 
firings. Manure, old bagging, or nny 
other sort - of ._ recognized covering 
...iVh }vlU..protect the ground where 
the bulbs are to be planted, will net as 
n reception committee and keep the 
ground ready to receive the bulbs. 
- After December 1 It Is generally cus- 
tomary to defer' the planting until 
spring, but there are mnny sections 
where such delay Is not at all neces- 
sary*" 

v Among the benutlfnl types that are 
listed among the late Importntlons 'nro 
the white lily of Japan, or Llllum 
Auratum VIrglnnle Album. It linn- ex- 
quisitely pure white flowers, which as- 
sume very Inrge proportions and dis- 
play n . sulphur-yellow bond through 
each petal. The Llllum Auratum W|ttel 
nls/i has Immense flowers, and Is very 
tall and free of bloom. The color Is 
creamy white, with a yellow band to 
nfford relief. . 

The variety listed for this season Is 
so great that it would take a wealth 
of detail to tell all about the beautiful 
flowers. And while speaking of lilies, 
I nm reminded of the valuo of the 
Chinese type. From n couple of plain 
little cuttings that were picked up In

in the mnklng of a garden wall. Al- 
most all of the lovers of the garden 
have at some time- cherished tlie de- 
sire to have n rock garden. It offers 
an appeal and a field that seems. to be 
Irresistible. 

The beauty of the rock garden pros- 
pect Is that one does not have to de- 
pend upon" natural assistance, to pro-, 
vide one. Almost nny point in the gar* 
den where a retaining wall Is needed, 
or possible, affords the opportunity for 
decorative effect 

The roughest field stones, of the kln«l 
that any farmer uses for a dry wall, 
may be utilized. The larger the stones 
the better tlie chance for getting the 
desired effects. Up to tlie sizes from 
two to three- feet In' length, the more 
bulk they have the better becuuse they 
offer greater resistance to the alterna- 
tive elements of thawing nnd freezing. 
As a primary* proposition the gar- 
dener wants to cut his bunk on a slight 
slant, and then begin laying his rocks 
with a backward and downward angle. 
■When the 6ank has been cut a fe\v 
large stones should be nicely fitted to- 
gether. . Over'thein.Iuy a covering of 
rich soil, made from leaf mold or loam, 
or. If no such soil Is possible, prepare 
well-rotted manure Instead of the leaf 
mold. Put about half an Inch of the 
covering on the first rocks -and pack 
well to prevent It from failing 'out. 
/ The roots of the plant should then 
be pressed lightly* Into the soil, using 
cure that they be made firm and 
steady. The next step calls for more 
suit. It Is essential that the stone 
should bo well set* and so- anchored as 
to make It safe from slipping. 

From tills point on the process Is 
one of repetition. As large or us small 
a rock garden, as one wishes may be 
made by repeating the 1 laying of rock 
and tlie covering with soil -and plants. 
If one wishes to provide a water 
supply It must bo laid with the wall. 
A few lengths of old farm t lie will' do 
for the task. The line of tlie tile should 
lie back of the stones. 

The neophyte* will be astonished to 
see how many really beautiful plants 
will thrive In these'surrouudlngs. The 
first results will . be found In Pnrll, 
The beautiful gold dust will be among 
the first, spreading Its brilliant yellow 
masses over tlie stones. Purple fulse 
rock cress, Johnny jump-ups, alyssum, 
moss pink, Iceland nnd Alpine popples 
and even native violets In both yellow 
and purple follow among the possibil- 
ities. White rock cress, pink nnd blue 
forget-me-nots, dwarf Iris und colum- 
bines, trait along the list und pretty 
harebells will bloom in June. The blue 
flax, , snow-ln-suinmcr, . mock-strawber- 
ry and the cat mint arc all garden wall 
friends.

It Is kept In the sanielmfe over 
nt the treasury department, whore 
there lianas probably, the nlost valu- 
able picture In the capital. *Tlie plc- 
lure, which has been ther6 for some 
time* contains three perfectly good 
notes, one a gold certificate for $10,- 
000.. another silver certificate for $10,- 
000, and a third sliver certificate for 
$5,000. The book Is made up of speci- 
mens of Uncle Sam's paper money, ranging from the fiat currency of Civil, waf 
days down to the present time, and contains every ..sort of paper currency 
Issued by this government since tho sixties. 

This flat money would be worth nothing If Uncle Sum weren't an honest 
old gentleman who always pays tip his I. O. U/s, for It has no gold or silver 
back of It. It simply stated that the United States promises to pay so many 
dollars, and the United States, of course, paid up. 

Hut In this same vault are millions of 'dollars of gold and silver, with 
which Uncle. Sam stands ready to redeem all the paper money he now 
issues which states whether* It Is payable In silver or in gold. 

Major Quntffe, eighty years old, hns been vault clerk at the treasury for 

more than 80 years. Millions, even billions, long since ceased to trouble him.

If two separate ad- 
vertisements appeared on the same 
boarding, the tax . was doubled; if 
three, trebled, and so on. The bill was 
Introduced solely on artistic grounds 
and was passed with the enormous ma- 
jority of COO votes to 3."

These public-spirited 
tanners have their counterparts in all 
directions from the shaded avenues 
thut will result from this wholesome, 
sensible, artistic and altruistic en- 
deavor, already conceived, and, It is 
fervently hoped, already on the way 
toward being made un accomplished 
tact

Mistake Is General, According to Au- 
thority, of Starting Them Too 
' Ambitiously. • 

' Even the city dweller can cut ox- 
peases by utilizing small yards for 
raising vegetables, and the C'innlen 
plub of America lias engaged experts 
to tell how It can be done. The In- 
formation Is being embodied In a book 
for backyard fanners. The book was 
begun In the fall, when members of the 
club anticipated hard times and scarc- 
ity of money for the working man, and 
It will be ready for publication and 
free distribution in a few weeks. 

"We plan for the average yard of 
about 25 by 10 feet," said Mrs. J. Willis 
Martin, president of the club. 

"Our aim has been to state the prin- 
ciples of gnrdenlng as simply as possi- 
ble, planning the needs of the average 
family of four through the entire sum- 
mer." 

Phllndelplha has the distinction of 
being the birthplace of the Garden 
Club of America, which .embraces 22 
clubs in other parts of the country, 
and Mrs. Martin Is also a resident of 
that city. 

The mistake that Is made by nine 
out of ten amateur gardeners, how- 
ever, is that of trying to do more tliiiu 
they are able to accomplish, and of en- 
deavoring to grow too many, thlugs 
within the restricted bounds of an 
average suburban lot. It were well to* 
bear In mind the fact that, after one 
|*hu6 worked eight or nine hours In an 
office, one's strength Is .equal only to 
an hour or so of work In tlie garden. 
It should also be remembered that only 
about so ninny plants of any kind will 
grow and mature on a given area of 
garden ground. 

Instead of trying, therefore to grow 
half a dozen plants each of a score or 
more of vegetables, confine your efforts 
to those vegetables of which the fam- 
ily as a whole Is most foud. Every- 
body, almost without exeception. likes 
some vegetables more than others, and 
when the list of favorites Is compiled 
•it frequently will be found to-be re- 
markably restricted. Here is the ten- 
tative list, which; may be modified to 
suit individual tastes: 

Sweet corn, an early and late va- 
riety or a single variety planted for 
succession; string beans, planted for 
all summer succession; peas, two or 
three plantings ten days apart ; - to- 
matoes of a long* bearing variety or 
planted for succession; lima beans, 
either the bush variety, If the garden 
Is small, or the kind grown on poles, 
If more space Is available; a small 
plot for lettuce, preferably the kind 
that form hends ; another small bed of 
onions; two or three hills of cucum- 
bers; and, If desired, a short double 
row of beets for early summer use. 



HARD WORKING TEAMS 

"Hard Feed" 1 During Busy Sea- 
i son Is Recommended. 



Horse Will Thrive, Work Belter, and 
Remain Healthier and More En- 
during—Soft Grass Makes Ani- 
mal too Mushy and Flabby. 

(By T. E. SAWYER.) 

When a farm horse Is working hard 
It does not pay to let him eat grass 
when It is green. The horse deserves 
and should have a good rollon grass 
or plowed land each time the harness 
Is removed, as that Is a luxury and 
helpful to the animal. 

But he will thrive, work better and 
remain healthier and more enduring 
if fed "hard feed" during the busy 
seu son. 

The soft, washy, green grass Is pal- 
atable of course, but it flakes the 
horse soft and flabby, keeps the bow- 
els too loose nnd 1b apt to induce colic. 

If the horse has no work to do he 
may go on pasture right along and 
have little grain, and when his work 
is done in lnte summer he may enjoy 
the fall pasture made green again by 
rains. The pasture also is a good 
place for the brood mare, as It pro- 
motes, flow of milk. 

Severe attacks of colic often are 
caused by allowing the hot, tired horse 
to cat grass at the roadside when he 
has made a long trip to town. 

The trouble, too, Is prone to come 
on when horses lire suddenly fed new 
hay or new oats. Both new hay and 
new oats should be fed In small quan- j 
titles gradually at first, and along with 
old bay and oats until the horses be- 
come accustomed to the change. 

Either the new feed Is so palatable 
that the horse eats too much of It, or 
It contains some ferment that sets up 
Indigestion nnd formation of gas. * 

Watervery seldom cauBes colic. Na- 
ture Intends horses to have all of It 
they wnnt, at any and nil times, and so 
provided It does no harm ; we may 
cause trouble by withholding drinklng- 



and always "Is" appreciated and bene- 
clal. 

In addition to making changes of 
food gradually ..It also Is well tp very 
gradually Increase the amount . of 
food. Allow free access to rock salt.

These exploits were to' have 
been made on Friday, they said. 

One of the men confessing to this 
plot Is Michael X Horllhy, twenty-one 
years old, an elevated guard and llnun- 
clnl secretary of a carmen's local. - 
In all. the confessions the men pro- 
tested they meant no harm to human 
life and had set off the dynamite 
charge to make uj'demonstrntlon." 

Five of the six men arrested are 
ofliclals of tlie Amalgamated Union of 
Street and Electric Railway 'Em- 
ployees. The sixth Is a chauffeur. The 
national association of this union has 
repudiated the plotters and condemned 
thelrwork. 

After the arrests Captain Tunney 
of the detective bureau Issued this 
statement: 

"We have evidence that the funds 
financing this explosion, nnd ether con- 
templated explosions came "from tlie 
Carmen's jmlori." 



RUSS ARE DEFEATED 



PETROGRAD ADMITS THAT TEU- 
TONS SEIZED TRENCHES. 



Berlin Asserts That Troops Under Von 
* Llnslhgen Took Positions 
by Storm. 

Petrogrnd, Nov. 4. — German troops 
captured advanced Hussion trenches 
on the western bank of the 'Stokhod 
river, -south of Witonlcz, In Volhynla, 
after the Russians had repelled three 
previous attacks', says the announce- 
ment Issued by the war office Thurs- 
day. 

Berlin, Nov. 4.— The capture of Rus- 
sian positions in Volhynla along with 
more thnu_ 1,500 prisoners by the Ger- 
mans wns'reported on Thursday by the 
war office. The following official re- 
port was given out: 

"Eastern . Fron t — Army group of 
Prince Leopold— The Westphallan and 
Frisian troops under Gen. von Lln- 
slngen nnd Maj. Gen. von Dltrurth 
have captured by storm Russian po- 
sitions which had been pushed forward 
on the left bank of the- Stokhod river 
south of Vltonlez. In addition to heavy 
losses Inflicted upon the enemy we cap- 
tured 22 officers, 1.50S men, ten ma- 
chine guns and three mine throwers. 
Our losses were small." 



Boston, Nov. 0.— The lives of forty 
persous were lost on Tuesday night 
when u crowded passeuger 'car of the 
Boston Elevated street railway 
plunged through an open draw-bridge 
Into Fort Point Channel, just outside 
the South .Station terminal. 

Twelve other persous were rescued 
from the water by lire boats and 
tugs, one man, Thomas .7. Gannon, 
died after being brought to shore. 
Two bodies were found with grappling 
Irons, hut the recovery of other bodies 
was delayed, as they were pinned in 
the cur,* which rested on the bottom of 
the channel, thirty-live feet deep. ' 

Gerald Walsh, motorman of the car, 
who jumped before it went over the 
edge of tin* draw, asserted that the 
accident was due to the fact that there 
was no light on the. gates protecting 
the opening. He and George Mciveon, 
the conductor, who also leaped and so 
saved his life, were arrested oR techni- 
cal charges of manslaughter. The 
conductor was Insensible, and tlie po- 
lice were unable to learn exactly tlie 
uumbcr of his passengers. 

Some of the rescued people esti- 
mated the number of passengers at 
upward of fifty. 

J. Harvey White, publicity agent of 
Jhe Boston- Elevated railway, In a 
statement Issued soon after the acci- 
dent, said his information agreed with 
that of the police that about 
persons were unuccounted for. 

Most of the occupants of the car, 
which was inward bound, were em- 
ployes of the Western Electric com- 
pany, returning from work in tlie 
South Boston fuctory. The car was 
of tlie closed type.
